Ye Are God’s 


Harry is going to be a doctor when 
he grows up. He is only a junior in 
high school now. But already he 
knows that he wants to help cure 
sickness. 

This goal makes Harry work hard. 
He does not stop with just completing 
his school assignments. There is too 
much else to learn. 

Jim is in the same grade. But Jim's 
only ambition is to get away from 
school. He would quit now if the 
truant officer were not vigilant. 

Truant laws were passed to care for 
the Jims. The Harrys do not need 
them. 

There are a lot of Jims in church. 
They are the fellows who figure out 
how much salvation costs and pay no 
more than the ceiling price. They put 
a price tag on heaven and each week 
pay an installment. 

The Harrys, on the other hand, 
do not consider salvation a bargain 
counter buy. Everything they possess 
is God’s. Even they themselves are His 
through creation and redemption. And 
their entire response is one of love. 

Harry's activity on Wednesday is 
just as much an act of worship as is 
his activity on Sunday. The 20 per 
cent he pays on rent is as dedicated to 
the will of God as is the 5 or 25 per 
cent he gives to the church. 

The Jims in Jesus’ day were called 
Pharisees. Jesus said they were con¬ 
fused. They thought their fulfilling of 
the law put them in the right relation¬ 
ship with God. Jesus said that instead 
a right relationship with God produces 
a fulfilling of the law. 



One day He watched some Phari¬ 
sees throw of their abundant resources 
into the temple money boxes. They 
made their coins clang loudly. God 
might hear and ring up the amount 
on His cash register. They were buy¬ 
ing God over to their side. 

Along came a poor widow—a Mrs. 
Harry. Besides a loving spirit she had 
only two mites. They did not make 
much noise when they dropped. But 
there was no need to attract God’s at¬ 
tention. The kingdom of heaven was 
in her heart. 

Jesus noticed. And He pointed out 
that her love made her sum larger 
than that of the Pharisees.
